DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-14 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Examiner acknowledges receipt of Applicants' Amendment and Response of 
February 8, 2008. Applicants have amended claim 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1,7-11 and 13 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP62-212395. In view of Applicants' persuasive arguments and the 1.131 declaration filed 
by inventor Kuchimanchi, in which unexpected results are submitted, the obviousness rejections 
are withdrawn. 

4. The Declaration filed on February 8, 2008 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the JP 62-212395 reference. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. In view of Applicant's amendatory changes and cancellations, claims 1 and 4-14 are 
allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered claims 1-12. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a novel process of preparing phosphitylation agents. The 
allowable method utilizes a phosphoramidite compound, and achieves unexpectedly high yeild. 
Certain methods of preparing phosphoramidite compounds by phosphitylation of a nulceoside 
are known, however the aspect of preparing the instant claimed method of claiml is novel and 
unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of prior art, JP 62-212395 was found to teach a 
similar method of preparation. However the JP document fails to teach or render obvious the

same method as claimed, does not utilize the same solvent conditions, and does not achieve the 
same high yield.
